4 TRUSTEES’ REPORT . 


Nearly two years have elapsed since last we came before you in a simi 
Tar capacity, and we shall again endeavor to impress upon you the urgent 
necessity for such legislation as will lead to the establishment. and construc- 
‘tion of a permanent Asylum. But first, we lay before you a summary of 
the statistics herewith appended, showing the movement of the Hospital 
population, expenditures, cost per patient and other matters of interest.”

The Hospital year formerly ended August 15tb, but the last Legislature 
passed an act making the fiscal year end; on June 30th. Consequently the 
first year of the biennial term covered by this report is forty-five days less 
than a full year.

- By the foregoing summary it will be seen that not only has the number 
of patients been greatly increased, bnt that the. total expenditures are less 
than when the Hospital contained but 129 patients; and the cast per patient - 
reduced to the. very low minimum of $3.17 in the last year of the terni. 


Various are the factors that have conduced. to .the attainment of this

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handsome result, chief among which may be mentioned- the low price of 
subsistence supplies, the clearing and cultivation of more Iand, by which we= 
are enabled to raise more farm produce, the increase in the numbér òf pa. 
tients being cared for without adding to the number of employees, by mak- 
ing only such repairs and improvements as were deeined imperatively acces- 
sary to carry us along until the mecting of the Legislature, and by'the prac- 
tice of wise economy, born of increasing experience. 
The cost per capita of our Hospital | now compares favorably ‘with some 

of the leading Asylums in the United Sates. It is true tliat in some of their 

published'reports, they show a-lower cost per patient, than we do, but m, 
some cases their laws are not so Tiberal and humane as ours. In some State 
Asylums, the cost of clothing, and burying thé dead is paid by the counties 
dr towns from which the patient is committed Here the? Territory pays it 
all. Itdoesmore; it not only supports them free of charge, but the law ex- 
pressly provides that no patient shall be discharged or sent away, without 
suitable clothing, and if. without meals, & sum i money not to exceed.

Then again, in other institutions, suitable buildin igs are provided for an 


^ economical administration, and a larger-mumber of patients cared for. These D 


facts should be borne 1n mind, in comparing our-Hospital with other publie 
institutions of this character: - 


Our laws for the care of the’insane aré most liberal, humane and proper. - 
What greater injustice could be done to a man, than to send bim to ar-1n- 
sane asylum, and while he ig there confined, sell his propérty; home, or take 
his means, while he 18 helpless, to pay for his care and keeping? Would it 
beright?, Would ltenduce to his permenent recovéry to return front 
"whence he came and find his hard earned possessions swept: away? We

As soon as a new Asylum is built and the proper facilities provided, we. 
should be:allowed to receive and accept pay for-sich patients as ‘are. able, 
and desire to have special accommodations and attendance, butin our pres- 
ent crowded condition, this is impracticable, and PRO legislation upon 
this point is unnecessary at present. n

quire into and consider all complaints made by the patient, if any fhere be.

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We take. pleasure in reporting, that notwithstanding the delapidated and 
aged condition of the buildings, every part of the Hospital ig'a marvel of 
neatness and clenliness. - 


The supphes sre purchased, after advertising for proposals, from the- 
lowest responsible bidder. We have always purchased what we considered 
the best for the money, of articles offered, believing thst it is not always 
wise economy to purchase poor goods because théy are cheap. We are fully 
satisfied that the Hospital tables are provided with good, plain, nutritious 
food and plenty of it, without luxuries or wastefulness; and if among the 
tax payers of this territory, (who are the legal visitors of this institution) 
there be any who think that the large reductien 1n the cost per capita has 
been made to the detriment of the welfare of the patients, we invite inspec, 
tion. Here nothing is hidden. Al parts of the Hospital, the books, ac- 


, counts, etc , are open to the inspection of the public at all reasonable hours.

We are pleased to report that the officers and employees exhibit a most 
commendable zeal in endeavoring to reheve the monotony of Asylum life 
for the patients, Much has been done by them during the few spare mo- 
ments at their command, to make the wards and grounds more attractive. 
At the Assembly Hall, which is provided with an excellent floor and stage 


weekly gutherings are held, where theatrical and minstrel performances ' 


and concerts are given, or an hour or more of dancing indulged in, to the 
great enjoyment of all who are able to attend. An excellent cornet band. 
made up from employees and patients discourses excellent music frequently, 
and games-of base. ball, foot ball, croquet, swinging and other sports are al- 
most daily indulged in at the close of the labors of the day. Through the 
kindness'of the Rev. C. E. Newberry, of Steilacoom, religious services are 
held twice a month, with an occasionalservice by kindly disposed clergy-. 
men from neighboring towns. - 


Frequent excursions are made into the surrounding country, when the 
teams are not otherwise omployed, where the patients, in charge of atten- 
dants, fish, pick berries or enjoy the beauties of a drive over the prairies. 


Christmas, thanksgiving, and other holidays are celebrated as far as is- 
possible under the circumstances, and in fact nothing is left undone to pro. 


mote the happiness end welfare of the inmates, that the means at our com. 
mand and a judicious management will permit, 


We have been obliged to make some improvements that it was impossi- . 


ble to longer defer, chief among which are as follows:

A new range was also placed in the kitchen at a cost of about $200. The 
old one was worn out and had become too small for the accomodation of the 
increased number of patients.

About $200 was expended for new stoves to replace those that had been 
worn out from long and constant use s 


A fine new poultry house and a piggery, with necessary enclosures bave 
been- built in order that we might increase our stock raising facilities: 


A new root house and milk room has been built It is 16x24 tt and two 
stories high—the basement being under ground It is built of stone and 
brick,and the total cost was only about $60, all the material having been 
picked up about the place, except the lime, cement and a little, lumber, und 
the work being done without outside assistance ! The cost of this building 
will be fully saved in owe year by the prevention frem freezing of vegetables- 


Locks for the main halis of the male wards have been purchased at a 
cost of about $100. , These locks were made to order for'us by Wie Yale & 
Towne Lock Co., of Conn., and are very satisfactory. 


A large dormitory has been built adjacent to the first ward which ac- 
commodates about eighteen additional patients _ 


The upper story of the annex to the female ward has been fitted and 
furnished, and a large yard.adjacent thereto enclosed by a high fence. 


"Many of the posts supportiug the high fences of the ward yards bad be- 
come so decayed that the fences were in danger of falling over.” These have 


been replaced by substantial square cedar posts, and one yard considerably 
enlarged.

A rail fence about a mile in length has been built on the west side of 
_tbhe lake, fencing) in a large tract of pasture Jand.

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New sewers of two inch plank, leading from the kitchen, female ward 
and laundry have been built, leading through the garden to the edge of the 
woods wheie the sewerage is deposited in a largo cesspool. 


The foundation of the female ward was so badly decayed that the but- 
tom dropped out of a part of it. and it was necessary to put new sills and 
foundation timbers under a large portion of the entire ward, and a new flóor 
in parts of the main hall. Much has also been done towards making this 
ward more pleasant and agreeable in the way of papering, painting, carpet. 


ing, and the neat handiwork of the matrons assisted by the patients.

The stage in the assembly hall has also been refitted and put into: good 
condition for the amusement of patients with theatrical performances, this 
at no expense worth mentioning. 


We have added to our stock, since the last report, many chickens, hogs, 
aud two cows; the increase being produced at no expense save the erection 
‘of suitable buildings Twenty-five head of sheep were purchased, supply- 
ing us Occagionly with a mutton when needed, and with wool for mat. 
tresses, 


Alt the wood for fue] has been cut from our own land. 


It is useless to attempt to enumerate the, repairs that haye been made 
Suffice it to say that scarcely a day passes but that some repairs are neces, 


* gary, and if a new board is needed in a floor or wall, the carpenter must 


needs go to the ground and build up a foundation upon which to commence 
his repairs. . 


Of the improvements enumerated, many will be available even after 8 .

We find the dam which holds the water supply is about to give away, 


and we are about fo commence the construction of a larger and stronger

The last Legislature appropriated the sum ef $32,500 per annum, or 
80 much thereof as is necessary, to defray the expense of the Hospital. 
Near the close of the fiscal term eading June 30th, 1884, a temporary in- 


junction, pending a suit for a perpetual injunction, was served upon the. 


Territorial Auditor and Territorial Treasurer, restraining them from issuing 
or paying warrants on account of the Hospital 1n excess of the sum, of $30,- 
000 per annum, on the ground that the amount appropriated was $30,000 
* and that the figures had been raised to $82,500 alter the bill had passed, 
We were informed hy the Auditor and Treasurer that they could not appear 


X‏ فد 
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to show cause why such injunction should not be made perpetual, that they 
were the legal guardians ef the Territerial Treasury, and that as such 
guardians they could not consistently oppose such suit, as a fraud or forg- 
ery bad been ulteged to have been committed which designed an unlawful 
appropriation of the funds of the Territorial Treasury, and that as they 
would not appear to oppose the suit, there would be danger of a perpetual 
injunetion by default. 


We considered it our duty as Trustees of the Hospital, to guard 11s 1n- 
terests, and with a desire to have the matter investigated and tested, as well 
as to expose any person or persens who were guilty of the alledged fraud, 
we apphed to be made. intervenors ın the suit as detendants The applica. 
tion. was granted, a hearing was had, the temporary injunction was dis- 
solved, and it Was décided that that the appropriation was $32,500, the same 
being the amount as contained in the enrolled bill, signed by the Governor, 
President of the Council, Speaker of the House, and printed 1n the lawe of 
1833 The expenseto the Hospital in this matter was $100. 


At that time it was reasonable to suppose that the entire amount appro. 
proptiated would be needed, and we felt that we should prevent the Hospital 
from berns deprived of $2,500 per annum, as well as that all doubts 8hould 
be set at rest a8 to whether fraud was attempted 


For about five years past, Dr J. W Waughop, the Superintendent, bas 
been constautly on duty, and has been faithful and unremitting ın the dis- 
charge of his arduous labors We gave him sixty days leave of absence for 
the purpose of attending the Association of Bdperintendents, which met at 
Saratoga, N Y, 10 June last, and to visit Asylums in the east, as well as to 
give him a much needed chauge and rest. 


He returns to us refreshed, and with many valuable ideas obtained from 
a careful study of eastern Hospitals, and suggestions from noted Superin- 
tendents During his absence we were fortunate 1n secui!ng the services of 
Dr A H. Steele of Olympia.

There 1s a Jarge item of expense connected with insanity in this Territory 
which does not come within the province cf thisreport It is the cost of 
transportation to to the Hospital after commitment These bills are audited 
by the Territorial Auditor, and we have no record of them, but the Auditor 
informs us that the amount paid on this account during the period covered 
by this report was $12,292 85, being nearly one-fourth of the entire amount 
expended for the maintenance of the Hespital. This is altogether too much. 
But how can it be remedied ? - = 
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The present law allows probate judges to authorize the selection of a 
guard to assist the sheriff in conveying patients to the Hospital, but this is 
entirely unnecessary, except in a very few cases when un extremely violent 
maniac ts to be conveyed here. We often see some poor oid decrepit imbe- 
cile brought here in charge of two strong able bodied men, 8 sheriff and a 
guard. This is all wrong. We have not a warden here who hus less than 
twenty insane men to care for continually. Surely a sheritf should be able 
to take care of one tor a few hours, or two days at longest We would sug- 
gest that the law be amended, making the counties pay fora guard when nec- 
essary, and that the Trustees be authorized to furnish each county with 
apparatus for facilitating the conveyance of violent patients to thc Asylum. 


And there ıs another matter that should be mentioned in this connec- 
tion. A lady patient is often sent here in charge of one or two men This 
is wrong and improper, except when the person having the custody of the 
lady ıs a neur relative A law should be made compelling the sheriff to 
deputize either a woman or somé near relative to convey female patients to 
the Hospital. . 

There is too much deception practiced 1n the commitment of many pa- 
tents Frequently, sheriffs on bringing a patient to the Asylum will call 
an officer aside and convey the information that the patient is as yet un 
aware that he or she has been committed to an insane asylum 


The law provides that a person charged with insanity shall have a fair 
trial, and a jury trial if they so demand, yet how can they demand a jury 
trial, when unaware that they have been anaigned for insanity. This man- 
ner cf commitment is doubticss made use of to avoid publicity, aud to get pa- 
tients to the Hospital with as little trouble as possible.. Butitiswrong To 
successfully manage an insane person we must have their confidence, and 
when deception has been used in the very act of their commitment, they are 
loth to place confidence in the statements and promises of those who have 
their care and treatment in hand. 


Many are the bitter complaints made to us, that they have been illegally 
committed and.deprived of liberty without the privilege of a trial by jury 
that the law allows them 


Many of the patients committed here are insane only upon some partic- 

ular point, some are intelligent, and fully aware that they are entitled to a 

~fair trial, and we are placed in a painful position when asked to explain 
why the privileges as granted by the law was not accorded them. 


We commend to your careful consideration, the humane law of Wis. 
consin upon this point. While it preserves to the patient the right of trial 
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by jury if he or his friends so elect, yet provides that though the trial shall 
take place in his presence and that of his friends and counsel and the exam- 
ining physicians and witnesses, all other persons are excluded, and the pro- 
ceedings conducted with no undue publicity. 


The following is the Wisconsin statute upon this point. 


“ Whenever any resident of this State or any person found therein, 
whose residence cannot be ascertained, shall be, or be supposed to be insane, 
application may be made in his behalf by any respectable citizen to the 
judge of the county court, judge of the circuit court, or any judge of & 
court of record in and for the county مد‎ which he resides, or, in case his 1es- 
idence 18 unknown, the county in which he 1s found, for a judicial inquiry 
us to his mental condition, acd for an order of commitment to some hospital 
or asylum for the insane The application shall be ın writing, and shall 
specify whether or not a tial by jury is desired by the applicant -On re- 
ceipt of said petition, the judge to whom it is addressed shall appoint two 
disinterested physiciars of good repute for medical skill and moral integrity 
to visit and examine the person alleged to be insane, and such physicians 
shall proceed without unnecessary delay to the residence of the person sup- 
posed to he 1nsane, and shall, by personal examination and inquiry, satisfy 
themselves fully as to his condition, and report the result of their examina- 
tion to the judge Such report shall be subsantially as follows:

Upon the receipt of the report of the examining physicians, the judge 
may, if no demand has been made for a jury, make aud enter his order of 
commitment to the hospital or asylum of the district to which the county 
belongs, or 1f not fully satisfied, he may makesuch additional investigation of 
the case as may seem to him to be necessary and proper, and at any stage of 
the proceedings and before the actual confinement of the person alleged to 
be insane, he, or any relative or friend acting in his behalf, shall have the 
rigbt to demand that the question of samty be tried by a jury, and when 
such demand is made, the judge shall forthwith enter an order for a jury 
trial. In case a trial by jury is demanded, the forms of procedure shall be

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the same as ia trials by jury in justices’ courts, and the trial shall be in the 
presence of the person supposed to be insane and his counsel and immedi- 
ate frícnds and the medical witnesses All other persons shall be excluded

The only changes we can suggest 1n the foregoing, is that part in rela- 
tion to the court before which the trial should take place This part should 
be made to conform with our Code. It should also be Jett to the discretion 
of the Probate Judge as to whether more than one examining physician is 
necessary. 


g We find by experience, that the law ullowing putients free and unre- 
stricted correspondence is productive ef much evil, and and injustice to pa- 
tients; doing them no particular good, and مد‎ many cases calling forth re- 
proach from them after recovery, for permitting them to indulge in coires- 
pondence, which, when in their right minds causes them deep humulixtion, 
when shown what they have written during their insane attacks. We rec- 
ommend that the law be amended so as to allow such correspondence to be 
under the supervision of the Superintendent, and according to his Judg- 
ment, to be mailed, or held for final disposition by the Board. Your atten. 
tion 1s called to the remarks of the Superintendent on this subject. 


The time has now come when the commencement of the construction 
of a permanent Hospital can no longer be delayed The present Hospital 
is composed of buildings constructed twenty-eight years ago, 18 full to over- 
flowing, and expenditures for repairs and additions are but trapsitory bene- 
fits. Weshall endeayor to delay the building of another ward ın the hope 
that you will provide for the early erection ofa new Asylum We made a 
most urgent appeal to the Legislature of 1883, but they saw fit to delay pro- 
ceedings in the matter until the next Assembly, urging us to make as few 
improvements as possible, keep up the old buildings, and cut the expenses 
down to the lowest possible minimum. This we have done so far as was 


consistent to the welfare and health ef the patients, and we now appeal to... 


you most earnestly-and- urgently not co delay this long deferred necessity.

has been advocated There 1s no economy or wisdom in such a proposition | i 
until we shall have had one permanent Hospital built, and even tn; t, 
tnt its inmates shall have numbered five hundred, Probably the most ', 
difficult point you will be called upon to decide is “where shall the Hos- 4 
pital be Jocated?" By all means it should be located west of the Cascade

8 More than two-thirds of all the patients are admitted from western 
counties. We see no reason why a change of location from the present one 
should be desired A more healthful and picturesque location does not 
exist. It 15 but a short distance from the steamboat landing and the rail- 
road station. As a matter of economy there can be no conclusive argument 
advanced for 1 change. We have here a large tract of laud, many buildings 
that can be utiized bere after the new Hospital is built. an excellent supply 
of pure water, und a large force of patients who could assist in the construc- 
tion of the new buifding, thus very materially reducing its cost. The only 
plausible reason that can be assigned for a removal 1s the lack of good agri- 
cultural land = But this in our opinion is not a sufficient cause, for this diff- 
culty can be abridged. "Theie are several tracts of good agricultural land 
not far from here, that could probably be purchased at a reasonable price. 
It ıs not necessary to have such land immediately adjacent to the Hospital; 
indeed, tt ıs very essential that the Hospital should be sufficiently far re- 
moved from river bottoms and swamp lands to guard against the danger of 
malarial diseases.

plans settled so that work upon the building may be commenced early next 
Season.

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The Superintendent of the Hospital is the chief executive officer, has the 
general supervision of the entire Hospital, the treatment of nearly one hun. 
dred and seventy patients, puts up his own prescriptions, and has a large 
correspondence relative to the affairs of the Hospital and inquiries from 
friends of patients ۱ 

The Accountant, besides keeping the accounts and books of the institu. 
tion, which of itself involves a lu ge amodot of labor, has charge of nnd 1s. 
sues the stores and provisions, directs the farm, garden and outside work, be. 
sides acung as supervisor on all the wards aud attending to the business cor, 
respondence of the Hospital 

At the female ward, the Matrons not only have the care of the patients 
day and night, but here all the clothing for the entire institution 18 made, as 
well as the necessary mendiug done 

Additional help must be provided. An Assistant Physician should be 
allowed at a salary of not less than $900 per annum, and a druggist who 
could assist the Accountant in the clerical work The salary of the druggist 
should be $300 per annum. A night Matron should be provided for the fe- 
male ward, at a salary of $400 per annum Jt is unjust to make the matrons 
work hard all day and then have them robbed of their rest at night. 

The daily average number of patients for the next biennial term will 
' probably be fully 200, and in our judgment the lowest possible estimate 
necessaiy for the support of the Hospital is $85,000 per annum. We ask 
that the following appropriations be make for the biennial term ending June 
30, 1887:

I am often asked: “ Does anybody ever, get well?" “How many do 
you discharge?” "What per cent, of ' patients recover ?" ete! The table 
shows that the average percentage of recoveries for te fourteen years has 
been 38.79, which.is a good record. .

been discharged. A large number have been improved and sent to ‘their 
triends to finish their recovery at home, and:some haye been taken away ùn- 
improyed.

It is well known that we are using the old military barracks of Fort 
Steilacoom for a hospital These barracka are composed. of wooden build. 
ings erected from 1849 to 1857. They are scattered around the borders of 
the old ‘parade grounds. They’ have served a good end, and were the best 
provision for our insane that could have been made when they were secured 
from the United States for this purpose ^ At that time the insane were few . 
and the- territory was poor. "But now we need something better. The 
buildings are very old and badly decayed. : ‘With the exception of two they 
are not worth keeping in repair, and ought to be condemned and no longer ۱ 
used. Besides they sre fuli to overflowing, and additional room is imperi-

There should be a good hospital erected, ‘plain, substantial, without u'n 
due ornament, but of comely appearance. ۰ It should be of brick, with stone 
basement. It should. consist of a. central building for. offices; reception 


rooms, and for general administrative pbrposes, with wings extending: from ” 


either side for thé two sexes. It should be two stories high, and, when fin- 
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ished, capable of accomodating 950 patients. This should be the hospital 
proper for the treatment of acute cases. For the chronic insane, detached 
wards can be built about the grounds fram time to time us required. The 
hospital proper need not all be built at once, though this would be desirable, 
but a plan should be made and such party ot it built every year as is needed, 
so that when finished it would make a symmetrical whole This plan of 
budding a nospital for acute cases, with'detached and leas expensive waids 
for the chronic and harmless insane is rheeting with much favor at the pres- 
ent tune; and after exteusive observatious in the Eastern and Western States 
where. I visited a large number of Asylums, and conferring with numerous 
superintendents, I ûm sutisfied this is the best and most economical plan for 
us. To carry out this plan we need $100,000, for building purposes, to be ex. 
pended in the next two years. I do not see how we can do with less, and 
would recommend that the next legislature be strongiy urged to appropriate 
this amount It is economy in the end to build of brick and stone, for they ^ 
will not burn or wearout. We ought not longer to be compelled to build 
temporary wooden additions to our present wards. Private individuals and 
corporations build costly residences, hotels, business blocks, institutions of 
learning, and the like. Surely the territory, with all her wealth, is as able 
as these, and-can build a creditable hospital for her insane. 


As pertinent to this subject I here introduce. the following twenty-six 
propositions, adepted by the Associaton of Medical Superintendents of Amer- 
ican Institutions for the Insane, in 1851, and which still represent the views 
of this body. This Association was organized in 1845, and ‘has held annual 
meetings ever since to discuss matters relating to the care ot the msane, and 


18 composed ot the Superintendents of the Insane Asylums of the United 
Stutes and Canada:

1. Every hospital for the insane should be in the country, not within 
Jess than two mules of a large town, and easily accessible at all seasons. 

2. No hospital for the insane, however limited in its capacity, should’ 
have less than fifty acres of land devoted to gardena and pleasure-grounds for 
its patients At least one hundréd acres should be possessed by every ۰ State 
hospital, or other institution, for two hundred patients, to wbich number 
these propositions apply, unless otherwise mentioned 


8, Means should be provided to raise ten thousand gallons ot water, | 
daily, to reservoirs that will supply the highest parts of the building. 


4. No hospital for the insane should be built without the plan having 
been first submitted to some physician or physicians who have had charge 
of a similar establishment, or are practically acquainted with all the details 
of their arrangements, and received his or their full approbation.

26. Whenever practicable, the pleasure grounds of a hospital for the 
insane should be surrounded by a substantial wall, so-placed as not to be 
unpleasantly visible from the building. 


We ought to have a hospital built in accordance with these proposi- 
tions, embracing us they do the wisdom and experience of those who have 
had charge of the insane of American institutions, 


Our facilities for treating the insane, especially the acute insane, are 
very imperfeet. We need more wurds for better classification, and stronger 
wards than can be made of wooden baildings thirty years~old, and which 
were not made for that purpose. We are receiving larger numbers of suici-- 
dal dnd homicidal cases than heretofore. During the last two years ۹ 
were committed as suicidal, 29 as homicidal, and 11 as both suicidal and 
homicidal. These desperate cases demand an immense amount of care, to 
insure them protection against themselves and from one anotber. We can, 
not care for them as they should be cared for. It we are expected to guard. 
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$ against death by suicide and homicide we ought to have every avaiable 
و‎ | means possible placed at our disposal. These we do not have, and cannot 
Æ haye, until we have better buildings 
‘ i I believe our attendants are as faithful and efficient as any anywhere, 
Š but we have had the misfortune to have three suicides in the two years. 
@ The coroner was notrfied and a jury 1mpaaneled, and an inquest held in each 
ense, and we were exonerated of any blame Suicides do occur in the best 
گے‎ constructed and best munaged asylums, but we should have such provision 
! that the number would be reduced to as small a minimum as possible 
E Such events are very deplorable, even though we feel conscious of وت‎

COST PER PATIENT 

: By the exercise of the strictest economy, and having larger nam- 
$$ bers to deal with, we have been able very materially to 1educe the average 
weekly cost from that of former years For the two years covered by this 
report the weekly cost has been 91 cents less than the two previous ۰ 
Then it was 84 30 per week For the last two years $339 During the last 
year of this report the weekly cost per patient for board, clothes, care and 
treatment, was $2 99, or an average daily cost of 4294 cents per patient. 


Our appropriation by the last legislature was $32,500 per year We 
have not drawn upon the territorial treasury for the full amount in eithei 
year For the first year the balance unexpended was $1712 92. For the sec- 
ond year $7703 97. Making a total unexpended of $9416 29. The 1enson for 
the smaller balance the first year is, that from August 15, 1888, to November 
28, 1883, we were running on an appropriation of $26,000 per year All of 
the above will be found tn tabular form ix the appendix. 


IMPROVEMENTS a 

During-the two years the following improvements were made, 

New blocks and sills were put under the female ward to prevent it 
tumbhng down. E 

The second story of the annex to the female ward was divided inte s1 
rooms and furnished for use . 

A new annex to the first male ward, 18 by 40 feet, was built for an asso- 
ciated dormitory for 18 beds for chronic patients. 

The airing court of the first male ward was enlarged to accommodate 
more patients, and an old building which was in the way removed. 

A very substantial root house was built, 16 by 24 ft.. The basement for 
storing vegetables was built of cobblestones, and the story above, for a milk 
room, of brick. This was a much needed building, as our vegetables were 
in me habit of freezing of winters, and we had no cool place for milk of 
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summers. It cost but little as we picked up the stones from the prairie, and 
had the brick on hand from torn-down chimneys, and the mason work was 
chiefly done by patients 
Two other,much needed houses with enclosüres were built, one for the 
hogs and one for the chiekens. 
A new bake-ovenjwas built adjacent to the kitchen in place of the old 
one which was worn out and situated a long distance from the kitchen 
4 The old brick range was torn down and replaced by 4 much superior 
i cast-iron one. Both of these were very much needed, and in every way satis- 
factory. i "S 
- Two new barrel stoves of heavy cast-iron were made to order at the 
foundry in Tacoma, to replace box-stoves in two of the wards, These heavy 
stoves are much cheaper in the end, for they will not burn out by use, while 
comnion stoves do not last to exceed tivo years 
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COMMITMENT OF THE INSANE. 
The insane are committed by the probate courts, except such criminal 
~ cases as are tried by district courts, found not guilty by reason of insanity. 
These may be committed by the-district courts Every person charged with 
~ being insane is entitled to a trial by jury if demanded by himself or by any- 
one in his behalf. In addition to the witnesses there must be an examina- 
tion of each case, in court, by one or more respectable physicians, who 
must make out under oath a certificate of insanity before anyone can be 
committed. With all these safeguards there is little danger that anyone not 
insane could be maliciously committed. 1 believe the sensational reports of 
this character are wholly without foundation, and that the public are becom- 
ing more and more convinced that such is the case. Persons not realy in. 
sane, but only temporarily so from drink, are Sometimes sent to us instead of 
to jail where they deserve to go. Sometimes paupers of small mental cali, 
ber are also sent to us, when they should be cared for by their counties. 
Even cases of youths with depraved morals, who are uncontrollàble at bome 
and who are too bad to be at large, and yet who are not really i insane, are 
committed to us when they should be sent to a reform school. But no case 
of malicious committment has ever come within my knowledge. ۵ de- 
lusion of persecution” is a veryprominent one with the insane, and the pub- 
lic should know it. 
The costs of committment are paid by the county to which -the patient 
belongs” The costs of transportation, and caring for in the hospital are paid 
۱ by the territory. The expenses of trial, transportation, “custody, and treat- 
ment, of all our insane, are therefore, entirely borne by the’ public. ff indi- 
1 gent they are returned to thorr homes at ‘the expense of their “respective 
l counties, when discharged. ' 7 
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CORRESPONDENCE. 

By our present law patients ln this hospital are to be furnished material 
for writing and mailing one letter per weck. 1f they ask for it, and are nct 
already supplied. They can write what they please and to-whom they 
please, and their letters are to be mailed by the Superintendent without in- 
spection, under heavy penalty To still furibe1 insure therr postal rights, 
the law requires a post office box to be placed ın the hospital in a conven* 
ient location, so that patients can drop in their letters. The box is to be 
opened at least once a week by “an authorized post office agent.” 


This law 1n my opinion is not desirable.- While it is right that patients 
shuuld correspond with their friends if they want to, lt is not right that they 
should write to any and every one according to their insane notions , I don't 
think, for instance, that I ought to be compelled io stamp and mail letters 
addressed to Queen Victoria, the President of the United States,.or other 
persons having no interest in the writers. I ought not to be compelled to 
send letters abusing an invalid wife, who begs me not to Then again 
friends of patients ask me not to let them write except to their own imme- 
diate family; that they; dislike to have them proclaiming their infirmities 
broadcast This sedms reasonable. It touches the sensitiveness of family 
pride. I ought to comply with this request, but the Jaw does not allow me 
to The patients ought to be protected in all their rights, and one of those 
Tights 13 protection from themselves When well they would.be glad to 
know that they had been protected from sending letters that would cause 
them only mortification. 

The post office box is not a success. Patients never use it. They con- 
sider their letters important and want them to go atonce, and not be kept 
locked up a week. It ıs their invariable custom to hand their letters to 
their attendants, Or ‘anyone coanected with the hospital to be mailed, and 
never think of using the mail box. It 15s given over to the. spiders 


Dr. Pliny, Earle, the veteran Superintendent of the Northampton Luna- 
tic Asylum, informed me recently, that ten years ago thelegislature of Mass 


achusetts made a law- requiring him to use mail boxes fori iris P ients. ' 
This was done, as ours was, under the prevailing ery that some pèr were 


at stated times by a special committee, who were to set free the captive sane 
But after ten years no one has used this method of proving his sanity, or "of, ` 
appealing to the committee for release. Much to the surprise of the senti, 
mentalists and sensationalists who caused the law requiring them to,be put 
up, the patients have refused to use the boxes at all They do not want 


> 


them. Instead of being filled with letters, they have been made the recep. 
tacle of bits of twisted paper, quids of tobacco, anything that could be. 
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locked up and were not allowed to write. These boxes were to be opened^ ~~ 
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stuffed in, except letters. Our experience of six years has been precisely the. 
same. Still they have done good. ‘They have proved that the need for 
them did not exist. That sane people were not confined. 

I think it should be made the duty of the Superintendent to read the 
letters of his patients. Much can be learned from them as to the mental 
condition of the writers It should be his duty to retain improper letters, 
and submit them to the trustees for final-dispgsal ۰ 


二 4 EMPLOYMENT : 

Proper employment is considered in ull asylums:as conducive to recov- 
ery, Here, as many of the patients as are able and can be induced to do 
anything, are given some kind of work. Some are very useful, while others 
are not. Some are very trustworthy, Two are constantly*engaged iu dri- 
ving teams and caring for them, und do ic well One who has long been 
with us, works every day in bis shop unattended, and makes all our tinware, 
and makes himself useful in inany other ways. Under the direction, and 
with the assistance of two attendants all our wood is cut, the farm work is 
done and the varvus other kinds of labor performed One ward is exclu- 
sively devoted to those who work, aud is called “the working ward? It 
now contains 28 such patients Many others are employed 1n various ways 
about the wards. The heavy washing is also done by men. In the female 
department, washing and ironing is done in the laundry by the patients, un- 
der the direction of the laundress. They also assist in ward work, sewing, 
mending, darning, knitting, and the like 


LIBERTY WARD 


One waid is devoted to trustworthy patients It contains six beds 
which are generally kept occupied by patients who are never locked up 
day or night. Besides these patients to whom complete liberty is given 
many others have their liberty. through tlie day on their parole of honor. 
This parole is not often abused

In this connection it might not be out of place to say, that during my 
visit to the association of superintendents recently, I took occasion to visit 
numerous hospitals for the insune, and while I found better provision every- 
where for their treatment, I did not find the patients in. any of the pübhc 
asylums better fed or clothed, or looking more contented or kindly cared 
for thau ours. *
